It is stated that T. J. Sherwood, a 
member of the original Board, will act with 
Mr. Redding and J. K. Orr, appointed by 
the Governor, and that a meeting for organ­ 
ization will be held on Friday for the pur­ 
pose of taking cbarce of the fish interests 
of the State. 
Mr. Routier, however, does 
not, it is understood, propose to give up the 
fight. 
Mr. Orr was appointed by the Gov­ 
ernor recently to succeed J. Downey H ar­ 
vey, of Los Angeles.

W a s h in g to n , 
February Sth.—The an­ 
nouncement made by your corres pendent 
yesterday that Secretary B ajard had pre­ 
pared the draft of a new treaty with China 
to absolutely prohibit Chinese immigration, 
was confirmed to-day by the statement 
given to the public by Representative Bel­ 
mont, with the approval of the Secretary, 
that the draft ot a treaty was transmitted 
to the Chinese Minister to day containing 
snob modifications as would bring about a 
total prohibition ot Chinese immigration, 
and that within a month he believed such 
a treaty would be agreed upon by the re­ 
spective powers and sent to the Senate for 
ratification. 
He also authorizes the state­ 
ment that there is no disposition on the 
part of the Chinese Government to oppose 
such a treaty. 
The members of the California delega­ 
tion in the House were informed by Bel­ 
mont in the State Department, and Felton 
and Morrow both expressed the hope that 
the administration was at last working 
earnestly and sincerely to bring about 
what the California Representatives have 
so zealously endeavored to obtain. 
They 
believe that had it not been for the deter­ 
mination manifested by the Pacific Coast 
Congressmen to obtain relief, even to the 
extent of abrogating the treaty. Secre­ 
tary Bayard would not have moved in the 
matter. 
If, however, the treaty is modi­ 
fied so as to prohibit all immigration, save 
the coming and going of members of the 
Imperial diplomatic corps, the necessity 
for 
further 
legislation and for addi­ 
tional 
treaty arrangements with Great 
Britain on this subject remains before the 
evil can be completely remedied. 
The 
Government of Great Britain can make 
resolutions 
governing the departure of 
the Chinese trom the treaty port of Hong­ 
kong and their arrival at Vancouver. 
It is from Hongkong that the majority 
of the Chinese are shipped to San Francisco, 
and if the British Government couid be in­ 
duced to join the Chinese Government to 
prohibit the traffic, it would be of an in­ 
estimable advantage. 
When John Russell 
Young was Minister to China he saw the 
necessity for a treaty arrangement with 
Great Britain, as well as for China, if im­ 
migration was to be prohibited, and he 
called the attention of the British Consul 
at Hongkong to the matter. That gentle­ 
man communicated with his home Gov­ 
ernment, and as the result Mr. Young noti­ 
fied the State Department that the British 
authorities would unite with the United 
States Government in any measures the 
latter recommended tor ihe regulation of 
the immigration of Chinese. 
Whether, 
since a subsidized line of steamers has been 
established between Hongkong and Van­ 
couver, and a tax of $10 per head has been 
imposed upon all Chinamen arriving at 
British Columbia, the British authorities 
are of the same way of thinking, is not 
known. It is evident that if China makes 
a treaty with the United States for the 
prohibition of immigration between the 
two countries, and the British Government 
allows Chinese to pass freely from Hong­ 
kong to Vancouver, the necesssity for sup­ 
plemental legislation is as great as though 
no treaty was made. In fact, this legisla­ 
tion is a necessity, because there is as much 
d.tnger ot the entry of Mongolians across 
the Mexican border as that ot the Domin­ 
ion of Canada. 
With ihe ratification of a treaty between 
China, the United States and Great Britain, 
to prohibit Chinese immigration, and the 
passage ot the Felton bill requiring every 
Cninaman in the United States to take out 
a certificate in the United States Court and 
to surrender such certificate upon his leav­ 
ing the country, the evil complained of 
would be abated. 
Every Chinese resident 
not possessed of a certificate could be de­ 
ported, and while those Chinese now in 
the country could not be sent to their 
homes, the danger of farther immigration 
would be reduced to a minim um.

W a s h in g to n , February 8th.—There is a 
diversity of opinion as to the success of the 
efforts to which Senator Riddleberger has 
been devoting himself for several days past.

treaty. 
W hen the treaty was first submitted Sena­ 
tor Riddleberger began war against it, and 
he has carried it on at every opportunity 
for more than a year. The present phase 
of his warfare is to attract public attention 
to the fact that the Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee has reported un amendment to the 
first Article. This Article prescribes "m a­ 
licious injury to property by which the 
lives of persons are endangered” as one of 
the offenses tor which extradition shall be 
granted. The Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee has proposed an amendment to make 
this more specific. Riddleberger regards 
the amendment as aimed more directly at 
Irish-American poliiical offenders against 
Great Britain, such as dynamiters, etc., and 
he believes the public should be informed 
of what is proposed, and of the position 
taken by Senators in regard to it. Mon­ 
day's executive session is understood to 
have been devoted mainly to efforts to con­ 
vince Riddleberger that the amendment is 
not subject to the interpretation placed 
upon it by him.

From the President, with a draft of the 
bill to accept and ratily the agreement with 
the Shoshone and Bannock Indians for 
the surrender of part of the Fort Hall res­ 
ervation in Idaho; front the Secretary of 
War. with an abstract of the militia forces 
of the United States; from the Secretary of 
the Interior, with suggestions of legisla­ 
tion for the proper disposal of public tim ­ 
ber lands. 
On motion of Stewart, the Senate bill to 
authorize the sale to aliens of mineral 
lands was taken up. Stewart explained 
and advocated the bili, which he said wat 
to restore the law 83 it had stood for the 
last thirty years in regard to the mineral 
lands. 
Mitchell spoke in favor of the bill, and 
had read a communication in support of 
it front the Delegate from the Territory of 
Montana. 
After considerable discussion the bill was 
laid aside. 
On motion, the bill appropriating $1,200,­ 
000 tor the erection of a public building 
in Kansas City, Mo., was taken up and 
passed. 
On motion of Spencer, the bill for the 
relief of importers of animals for breeding 
purposes in certain cases was taken up and 
passed. 
On motion of Teller, the bill to enable 
the State of Colorado to select indemnity 
school iands was taken from the calendar 
and passed. 
On motion of Jones of Arkansas, the 
bill to authorize the Choctaw Coal and 
Railway Company to construct and operate 
a railroad through Indian Territory was 
taken up and passed. 
The Blair educational bill wa3 then taken 
up, and Blair said, as far as lie knew, i. 
might be finished up to-day. and he would 
certainly dispose of it to-morrow. 
Call spoke in favor of the bill, and Blair 
then asked to have u time fixed for a vote, 
suggesting 4 o’clock to-morrow.

C h ic a g o . February 8th.—Amos J. Snell, 
a millionaire, was found murdered in his 
home this morning, with a bullet hole in 
the left breast and one back of the left ear. 
The murderers had effected an entrance by 
sawing out a panel of the back door. Snell 
was one of the largest real estate owners in 
the city, and all the business was transacted 
in the basement of his own house, in which 
were several sales. The theory of the m ur­ 
der is that a carefully planned robbery had 
been arranged. Snell probably heard the 
noise and went down and surprised them 
at their work. 
The burglars had made a raid during the 
night on several housts in tiie neighbor­ 
hood, the tracks in the snow showing that 
they went front one back yard to a iother. 
Snell was one of the wealthiest and best- 
known citizens of the west side, having 
been connected with Chicago history a great 
many years. 
He leaves a wife and two married daugh­ 
ters. 
His fortune at the time of his death 
amounted to $3,000,000. 


L A T E R — T H E P O L IC E M A K E AX ARREST. 


C h ic a g o , February 8th—p. m.—To-night 
a young man, who was carrying a large 
bundle, was arrested onadow n-tow n street 
by two detectives. The fellow failed to ac­ 
count for himself satisfactorily and he was 
taken to the central station and the bundle 
examined. 
It was found to contain a full 
kit of burglars' tools. 
The prisoner told Chief Henshaw that 
his name was Charles V. W. Benedict, that 
he was 19 years o'.d, and his home in Mar­ 
shalltown, la. Pie said tliat Frank McCord, 
18 years old : George I)unn, 17 years; 
Thadeus Hall, 21, and himself, all resi­ 
dents of Marshalltown, had agreed to form 
a gang of burglars, and he had been sent 
to this city to purchase the necessary tools 
with which to begin work. 
He firmly de­ 
nied having anything to do with the Snell 
murder, and insisted that his accomplices 
were all in Marshalltown, awaiting his re­ 
turn. 
Chief Ebersold telegraphed the Chief of 
Police of Marshalltown, asking the where­ 
abouts of the men named, and received an 
answer that they were not at that place. 
They are all known to the Chief of Police 
in Marshalltown, but lie does not know 
their present whereabouts. 


PROBA BLY T IIE R IG H T MAN. 
The extension-hit found in Benedict's 
possession is a new one. but bears evidence 
of recent use, and tallies in size with the 
one used in boring the holes in tlie back 
door of Mr. Snell’s residence. One re­ 
volver that Benedict had on his person was 
not loaded, but each chamber had in it an 
empty shell, and the revolver showed signs 
of having been recently fired. 
The bullets 
in Mr. Snell’s body were 38 calibre, which 
is the same size used in the empty revolver 
in Benedict’s pocket. 
Benedict was formerly a postal clerk on 
the C. B. and O. Railroad. 
The police 
refuse to say that they think he is the m ur­ 
derer.

to settlement. Governor Morehouse was 
made permanent Chairman, and made a 
brief address explaining why the Conven­ 
tion had been called.

C R IM E R A M P A N T . 


C e n tr a l a n d 8 o u th A m e r ic a . 
By the arrival of the steamer San Jose 
we have 1'anama dates to January 30th : 
The Prefect of Panama has published a 
decree providing for preventive measures 
against cholera. 
Work is going on briskly at the various 
canal sections along the line. 
Smail-pox still prevails at Colon, in spite 
of strong measures to stamp it out. 
The Colombian Consul at Valparaiso tel­ 
egraphed, January 13th, to the Governor of 
Panama as follows: 
“ Twenty-odd new 
cases of cholera are reported from the 
provinces of Santiago and Valparaiso. The 
epidemic is spreading toward the north of 
Chile.” 
The Peruvian physician, commissioned 
by that Government to study and report on 
the cholera epidemic in Chile, states that 
on the whole it is slightly declining in Val­ 
paraiso, 100 cases occurring dailv. 
For the 
same place the returns show that from the 
15th ot December to the 1st of January 
1.288 cases occurred, of which 644 proved 
fatal.

the sentim ent of the m any prom inent R e­ 
publicans enrolled in it already th at there 
m ust he closer com m union and freer in ter­ 
change and counseling w ithin the p a rty for 
th e future. 
T he most of its club organiza­ 
tions have U-eu devoid of stability. 
They 
have been creations for an hour, and th ere ­ 
fore never enlisted much more th an cam 
paign enthusiasm . 
E vidently defeat in 
1S84 has done this much for th e p arty — it 
has taught it th a t true excellence is at" 
taincd only by labor, and th a t a party 
w ithout an organized m em bership is like 
an arm y w ithout loaders or discipline 
1 he S tate ( luh is one of the m eans to 
proper p arty organization. 
T he gentle­ 
m en who have brought it into existence 
are to ho comm ended for th eir prom ptness 
th e ir loyalty’ to the part}’, and th eir clear 
determ ination to rise superior to trilles 
aud m ere divisions upon local questions» 
and pull together for the national partv" 
W e hail th e form ation o f th e club, there­ 
fore, as a presage of increased R epublican 
strength and lietter organization o f the 
party in California. 


But the .State Club, th e headquarters of 
w hich will become consultation rooms and 
a jkjIiti«nl exchange of first im portance) 
m ust not be the last of organization. 
It 
w ill very largely partake of locality, and 
lie lim ited m ainly in its m em bership to 
San Francisco. 
Besides, it is not likely to 
draw into its ranks th e mass of the partv 
enrollm ent throughout the State. 
T h a t 
m ust he done by local clubs, in w hich Re­ 
publicans can take active p art in th eiro w n 
localities, and feel th at they have a per­ 
sonal interest and are given a share of per­ 
sonal responsibility, 
in every town, city 
and considerable 
settlem ent, therefore, 
th e re ought to ix’ organized R epublican 
clttiis, and eith er by direct com m unication, 
or through th e m edium of a State Club 
C onvention, these should be related to the 
N ational Club League 
recently formed, 
and in w hich seven States are already en­ 
rolled, w ith a m em bership in excess of a 
q u arter of a m illion. 
T he C alifornia clubs 
w ill th u s become a part of the disciplinary 
m eans of th e national party, and w ill de­ 
rive strength by th e union. 
The League is not m ade up of candi­ 
dates’ clubs. 
It nom inates no one, de­ 
clares no preferences for men, m akes no 
platform s and has but two articles in its 
creed—success through devotion of the 
m em bership to th e p a rty ; and, secondly, 
dissem ination of party tru th s ; th e ad­ 
dressing of th e intelligence of the A m eri­ 
can people upon th e political principles of 
th e party. 
To th is end it believes in the 
organization of clubs and tlicir enrollm ent 
under th e leag u e, which is formed and 
governed by representation from the cluhs 
T h e D em ocratic party has resolved to 
adopt the same plan of organization, and 
its first club convention is to be held a t an 
early day. T he C alifornia clubs, and there 
ought to he at least 2-">0 of them , should lie 
formed very soon and enlist under the 
League banners, th at they m ay all he rep­ 
resented at the second League Convention. 
Such organization means th e fostering of 
political intelligence, th e broadening of 
political knowledge, the rising above m ere 
cam paign existence, th e .proselyting neces­ 
sary to add new strength to organization. 
It means perm anency and fair dealing, and 
th e rescue of party organization from the 
control of th e few who have in the past 
controlled club form ation, in most cases, as 
a m eans to personal ends, ra th e r th an the 
teaching of th e doctrines th a t th e party 
believes should determ ine the policy of 
th e G overnm ent and lie reflected in the 
ad m inistration of its affairs.

Board of T rade desires to m aintain the 
resjiect it now commands from th e interior, 
it will not he so unwise as to jierm it the 
M echanics’ In stitu te to use it to advertise 
its exposition in opposition to the fairs of 
the interior, ii: which the people have just 
as deeji an interest as any’ in San Francisco 
(am take in th e In stitu te exhibition. 
Let 
the Board stand aloof, and give no aid or 
countenance to any fair, except by good 
wishes, and in expression of these, to avoid 
all possible cause for com plaint, they 
should he im partially distributed.

MEANS AGAINST BOSSISLI. 


Mr. J . B. Bishop, an essayist in Scrib­ 
ner's Magazine, charges the boss in politics 
—thereby m eaning the m anipulator and 
conti oiler of th e purchasable elem ents— 
to the neglect of th e State to p rin t the 
ballots. 
T h at is not th e “ bottom ’’ cause- 
T h e root of th e evil is the neglect of poli­ 
tical duty by th e citizen who is not sub­ 
servient to th e boss. 
T h e p rin tin g of bal­ 
lots by the 
S tate will 
he 
useful 
in 
approaching a desirable end, hut it will 
not give us ]x>litical purity : th at is a tta in ­ 
able 
by no patent process. 
T he San 
Francisco Bulletin, com m enting upon th is 
subject, th in k s th a t th e rem edy for the 
evil is th e com plete exclusion of money in 
elections and cam paigns. 
But th at will 
not exclude th e trading of th e loaves and 
fishes. 
It a d d s: 
When the delivery of purchased votes is ren­ 
dered as nearly impossible as it can lie; when 
nobody is allowed to spend money on elections 
bm the candida'e himself, every item tobe pub­ 
lished, wheu the assessment of office-holders in 
any form is prohibited, it will have struck 12 
o'clock everywhere for the political parasites 
who have done so mueli to bring self-govern­ 
m ent into contempt. There will be no place for 
them when money is absolutely elim inated from 
politics. 
T h is is too hopeful a view. 
If the full 
ex ten t to w hich legislation can go to p re­ 
vent th e use o f m oney in elections is em ­ 
ployed, it will still rem ain th a t bargain 
and sale of places, th e trad in g of influence 
and th e division of spoils will suffice to 
give th e bosses occupation. 
Such legisla­ 
tio n as suggested should be h ad ; it would 
certainly be wise to have th e p rin tin g of 
tickets done by th e State, since th e G overn­ 
m ent ought to furnish th e citizen the bal­ 
lot to deposit, as well as provide the place 
for polling it, th a t there m ay be uniform ity, 
no intim idation nor dependence; so, too, 
it would he a wise m eans to employ to pro­ 
vide for th e absolute privacy of th e voter 
when casting his ballot, th at he m ay be 
free from any vicious supervision— but 
these will not root out th e evil against 
w hich Mr. B ishop and th e Bulletin ex­ 
claim . 
T he exterm ination desired m ust 
result from conviction on the part of those 
who favor clean m ethods th a t they are to 
be attained by outvoting the objectionable 
in the club, th e prim ary, the Convention 
and at tlie poll*. 
U ntil the m ajority— for 
it is tlie m ajority—does this, no ax will In­ 
laid at th e root of the tree, though there 
may be m uch prelim inary lopping off of 
limbs. 


T h e R ecord-U n iox, th e day succeeding 
th e confession of th e Los Angeles m urderer)

To a ttain his end, lie struck Ilitehcoek 
down w ith an ax ; dragged the body out of 
sight, and cuts its th ro at to m ake sure 
work. 
H e then called Mrs. H itchcock 
from the house and slew her 
in like 
m anner. H e carried th e bodies a m ile and 
t qu arter and buried them along w ith his 
own bloody garm ents. 
Securing the deed 
to th e farm, he took charge of th e place, 
telling a plausible story to account for 
the absence of H itchcock and wife. 
A 
man who could conceive such a plot and 
carry it out, is insane forsooth, though 
prior to th is deed of blood, he gave no evi­ 
dence of unsettled reason. 
T his plea of 
insanity is sim ply used as to mock th e law 
and m ake justice a scream ing farce. 


In tl;e published proceedings of a m eet­ 
ing of the State Board of T rade held on 
Tuesday the following appears:

A motion to lay the m atter on the tab’.e was 
lost, and a com m ittee consisting of Messrs. Mc- 
Kear. Hatch and Alsip was appointed to confer 
w ith the Directors o f the Institute in regard to 
the desired display. 
W e trn -l th e com m ittee will report ad­ 
versely to any action by tlie State Board. 
It represents a large num ber of th e coun­ 
ties of th e State, and is in no sense a local­ 
ized institution ; it lias exhihition-room s 
of its own ; its work is of a general char­ 
acter, and it has enough to do w ithout 
tak in g up other people’s hardens. 
But, besides these objections, th e Me­ 
chanics’ In stitu te F air is a private concern 
th a t is in open anil unjustifiable opposition 
to the State F air, and to m ost of th e Dis­ 
tric t and ( - nntv Fairs, crossing th e ir ex ­ 
hibition dates, and taking th e lion’s share 
out of the heart o f th e exhibition season. 
T h e State Board of 
Trade, therefore, 
should not use its energies or m eans to 
prom ote it any way. 
It is not .asked to 
lemi itselt to “ boom ing" th e State or anv 
district fair, and it cannot, therefore, take 
part 
in “ boom ing” the M echanics’ In ­ 
stitu te w ith grace on th e pica advanced 
th a t “ a general e x h ib it” is desirable. 
.So 
it is desirable at th e S tate fair and at 


every district fair and at all the county 
fairs. 
T he M echanics’ In stitu te F a ir syn­ 
dicate has shown a coldly cruel and selfish 
disposition for years in antagonizing other 
fairs. 
T here is tim e enough for all the 
fairs w ithout crossing dates, bu t th e San

It is w hispered that th is m an Dubois is 
very anxious to get rid of another w om an 
of the town, whose presence here is iu 
som e w ay obnoxious to him . T he police, 
however, are up to snuff on this case, and 
are w atching the parties closely. 


S triking th e F o u n tain H ead. 
Judge H ornblow er took occasion yester­ 
day, in San Francisco, while sentencing a 
m an for selling indecent literature, to score 
th e Society for th e Suppression of Vice. 
He said th at it appeared to him th a t there 
were two codes of law in this city, one for 
th e rich and one for the poor. 
H e pointed 
out the fact th at there was a broad field for 
th e Society to work in. but during the past 
year there had been only two or three cases 
brought before the Court. 
For his part he 
was unable to see why the Society did not 
take steps to suppress the two hundred dens 
of infam y in this city from the incom e of 
which a certain class are grow ing rich. 
“ T he m iserable wom en who w alk th e 
Streets at night are the only ones m olested.” 
said he, "w hile th e rich ow ners of th e 
houses rented by them are never troubled, 
although there is a law w hich, if enforced 
by the Society, would eventually com pel 
them to close the brothels th at are at pres­ 
ent protected and fostered by them .” 
W onder if there is any such law for Sac­ 
ram en to ? 
B ut then if there is, the police 
authorities, whose duty it is to see the law 
enforced, would even borrow additional 
eyes to "w in k at it.”

m akes, and n early all the stories are draw n 
fri m his personal experiences and observa­ 
tions in various parts of the world. 
Referring to the text, he said th e ques­ 
tion was w hat to do to become acquainted 
with God; why it should be done and when 
and w here? 
W e know about God, b at do 
we know H im ? 
Do we know H is law, are 
we acquainted with the requirem ents by 
which 
m an can 
he adm itted to 
H is 
kingdom ? 
H e answered 
the question 
by illustration, citing 
the 
case 
of a 
m an taking passage to France w hen it was 
under Napoleon III., w ithout being pro­ 
vided w ith a passport. 
H e was turned 
back. 
If he had been stopped by a friend 
in his hu rry to catch the boat, he would 
have been angered ; but if told of the law 
of th e ru ler of France, he would have been 
grateful to whoever prevented him makiDg 
a blunder and enabled him to get th e pass­ 
port, and thus avoid being turned back. 
H ave you a passport to H eaven ? 
W e tell 
you of th e law ; we acquaint you w ith i t ; 
should you not avail ot it ? T here is a vast 
difference betw een know ing about God and 
know ing God. 
In illustration, he told of a 
celebrated Scotch divine who preached of 
God for thirty years and then suddenly 
cam e to know God through Christ, and 
who adm itted th at all those years he had 
not know n God. A fter th at his eloquence 
became a persuasive power to lead m en to 
C hrist. T he com m and is “ acquaint thyself 
w ith him .” 
How shall we do it? God’s 
prom ises are alw ays com m ensurate w ith 
his com m ands. T h at is, he never gives us 
som eihing to do w ithout conferring the 
ability to do it. Now we know the la.v, and 
the thing to do is to yield to i t ; to seek and 
to find peace. 
" Three m inutes on your 
knees in prayer, asking Jesus to take you, 
to reveal H im self to yon, w ill give you wise 
know ledge of God and acquaint you w ith 
H im m ore than a lifetim e of preaching by 
all the m inisters in the w orld.” 
Give up 
your heart to Christ, for you m ust experi­ 
ence a change of heart. 
Christ told Nico- 
dem us, "Y ou m ust be born again.” 
H e 
couldn't understand it, but it is true, or we 
m ust have new hearts, new -born hearts, 
changed hearts. 
The way is clear: the 
law you know : will you avail of it? 
Mr. 
H am m ond illustrated, by a graphically 
told tale, of a firem an w ith a tire-escape go­ 
ing up into a building, the chief egress 
from w hich was cut off by a fire below. 
H e tried to draw a busy m an in ihe upper 
story to look at the fire-escape, but he was 
repulsed ; told he was too busy and all that, 
and finally the rescuer was gruffly ordered 
to go about his business. 
Then the fire­ 
m an told him that he m ust come, that bt- 
low them the building was being eaten out 
by tianies, and there was no hope of getting 
out but by th at fire-escape. 
H ow gladly 
did the endangered m an then avail of it to 
escape destruction. So the exhortation ran 
on, w ith text and exhortation and anec­ 
dote and pleading not to delay, but to come 
now and know God and be at peace. 
In conclusion the evangelist kne't, and 
the people followed him , sentence by sen­ 
tence, in a fervent beseeching prayer to 
God to help them to receive the law, and 
lay it up in the heart, and do the will of 
God, and trust to H is prom ise to sustain 
and succor. Then followed the social or 
inquiry m eeting. 
T he m inisters and n u m ­ 
bers of Christian m en and wom en w ent 
am ong the people, all professing C hristians 
standing for a few m om ents, and besought 
those who did not rise to come out and de­

T here were a num ber of people visibly 
affected : not a few who gladly received the 
workers and asked their prayers.

tears gathered, and anxiety was m anifest 
by heaving breasts and bowed heads w hile 
the earnest pleaders besought them to pray 
and seek for light.

Bon- th e State Serie» of School Text- 
Book» A re Boutid. 
T he State P rin tin g Office is one of the 
m ost interesting institutions in the city. 
One of the m ost attractive departm ents is 
the binder}-. 
Since th e appointm ent of 
Mr. G rossm an to its forem anship m any 
im provem ents have been m ade, not only 
'n th e replacem ent of its m achinery, the 
knocking out of partitions and enlarging 
the bindery proper, but also in the deport­ 
m ent o f its em ployes and the increased 
am ount of w ork turned out. As a m anager 
M r. G rossm an has no superior, as is show n 
by the able m anner in w hich his depart­ 
m ent is conducted. 
H e is a practical 
hinder, and was appointed to his present 
position from th e “ bench.” 
In selecting 
hint for the head of the bindery depart­ 
m ent the Superintendent of State Printing, 
C aptain Young, has placed the right man 
in the right place. 
SOME Of THE IMPROVEMENTS. 
T he room w hich was form erly occupied 
by the State in storing condem ned guns, 
etc., has been converted into a folding and 
sewing-roont, and the space on the m ain 
floor used by the girls for folding and sew­ 
ing purposes has been fitted up w ith w ork­ 
benches and tables, giving additional room 
to the m en for “ forw arding.” 
Two new 
standing presses, recently arrived from the 
East, have been p ut into position. 
N early 
all of the m achinery has been replaced anil 
pu t into 
m ore advantageous 
positions, 
thereby increasing the capacity of this de­ 
partm ent m ore than 25 per cent. 
T here are em ployed iu the State bindery 
thirty-eight men and fifty-one girls. 
The 
m achinery used is of the latest im prove­ 
m ent, and was purchased front Messrs. 
D onnell & Co., Chicago. 
A m ong the m a­ 
chinery used is one rotary board-cuiter, one 
29-inch job-backer, four large standing 
presses, one No. " O ” top-wheel standing 
press, one self-acting 51-inch knife-grinder, 
one pair 34 inch table shears, two power 
case-sruootbers, one case-bending m achine, 
two roller backers, one power stabbing m a­ 
chine, one 32-inch " Gem ” cutter, one 
rotary " Peerless ” perforator, one power 
steam 
num bering 
m achine, one wire 
stitcher, 
one 
book-trim m er 
w ith 
four 
knives, one turn-table book-trim m er, one 
ease-inking 
m achine, 
two 
embossing 
presses, one pow er saw ing m achine, one 
No. 0 and one No. 4 standing presses, one 
34-inch Chicago paper-cutter, one power 
sm ashing m achine, one 50-inch m etal ru l­ 
ing m achine, one 12-hole steam glue- 
boiler, besides pressing boards, a com plete 
set of finishers’ tools, stam ps, dies and 
other necessary articles generally found in 
a well-regulated 
book-bindery and too 
num erous to m ention. 
I 'pon entering this departm ent the vis­ 
itor is greeted by the ringing clash of the 
m achinery and the beating of heavy ham ­ 
m ers; on lookingaround he perceives w hat 
m ight be styled a hum an bee-hive, wherein 
exist no drones. E ach m an and girl is busily 
employed upon his or her specific duties, 
from the folding of the sheets to the final 
touch, or the pressing of the books and 
preparing them for shipm ent. 
If the vis­ 
itor is observing, he w ill find m any things 
in the course of book-binding w hich will 
prove very interesting. 


HOW THE SCHOOL BOOKS ARE BOUND. 
The sheets, as they are received in the 
bindery, contain four sixteen-page signa­ 
tures. 
These signatures are cut apart, and 
then taken to the girls to be folded, after 
w hich they are laid out in num erical order 
aud gathered into book form . 
T he books 
then undergo w hat is term ed the sm ashing 
ptocess. 
T his is done in order to m ake 
the books m ore compact. 
W ere they al­ 
lowed to rem ain in their original spongy 
state they would not cnly be m ore diffijuit 
to bind, but w ould also be m ore liable to 
come apart after being bound. 
T he sm ash­ 
ing done, the books are sawed out—th at is, 
five grooves are m ade in the back ; the two 
outer ones are called “ kettle cuts,” and are 
the com m encing and ending points of the 
thread. 
T he 
rem aining three cuts or 
grooves are those in w hich th e bands rest. 
From the saw ing m achine the books again 
go to the girls to be sewed, w hich is done 
by sewing w ith strong thread around the 
bands, beginning and ending, as before 
stated, a t the kettle cuts. 
A num ber of 
books are sewed on the sam e bands—the 
num ber, however, depends entirely upon 
the size of the book. 
From this on, the 
books are bandied exclusively by the m en, 
and this is w hat is term ed “ forw arding.” 
The. forw arding begins w ith the draw ing 
off or separating the books; a portion of 
the band is left rem aining on either side, 
to assist in holding the sections, or signa­ 
tures, in place. 
'W hen draw n off, the end 
leaves (som etim es called fly-leaves) are 
tipped on, and it is principally these end 
leaves w hich holds the body of the book 
to the cover. 
Double sets of end leaves, or 
four single pages, are tipped on either side 
of the book, th e tw o outer ones being 
pasted together. 
T he trim m ing w hich 
follows the pasting up is done by a tu rn ­ 
table trim m ing m achine, the three edges of 
the book being trim m ed by the turning of 
Ihe table upon which the book lies and the 
autom atic w orking of a knife. 
T he round­ 
ing comes next. 
T he backs are first glued 
and then beaten w ith a heavy ham m er on 
the edges, w hich draw s the sides away 
from the center portion of the book, thus 
giving the back a rounded shape and the 
front or face of the book an appearance of 
being cut out with a carpenter's “ round.” 
“ Backing ” follows the rounding, and is 
done principally by m achinery. 
T he back 
of the book is held betw een two iron 
clam ps 
or 
jaw s, 
w hile 
a 
heavy 
roller is pushed 
backwards 
and 
for­ 
wards over it. form ing a jo in t on either 
side, aiter w hich th e backs are lined w ith 
strips of gray super and heavy hardw are 
lining paper. 
The duty of the lining is 
two fold—it assists both in holding the sec­ 
tions together, and holding the body of the 
book to th e cover. 
T he books are now 
ready for “ casing.” The outside end leaves 
are first pasted off and the books then set 
in th e covers (w hich have been previously 
m ade) and put in press. T hey are allowed 
to rem ain in press about an hour, in which 
tim e the paste becomes thoroughly dr}-and 
the bonks are ready for shipm ent. 
Besides the binding of the school text­ 
books, the State bindery does all the work 
for several officers and Com missions ot this 
State, which work belongs exclusively to 
the State departm ent, and is paid for out of 
an entirely different fund. As so m uch work 
is done for both the State and text-book de­ 
partm ents, and an em ploye is liable to be 
transferred at any tim e from one to the 
other, 
the 
question 
n aturally 
arises, 
how are the funds kept separate? The 
mode is sim ple and complete. 
A t the 
close of the day each employe is presented 
with a tim ecard , a fa c simile of w hich is 
herew ith presented :
